I have just finished reading "Whitewash II - The 
F.B.I. Coverup" and it is just tremendous. The book 
was so exciting I literally could not put it down. 

Contrary to one publishers claimed opinion I have 
found everyone I discussed the book with keenly inter- 
ested in the assasination and I have yet to talk to one 
person who was convinced of the Warren Commission’s 
f ind ings .

The Algen’ s photo shows a very definite curve at 
the right side. From the aerial view the curve should 
be straight if Algen were where you indicate - should 
it not? In Algen’s photograph I can count four stripes 
the first stripe beginning across the street near the 
street lights. This would place the presedential car 
at stripe two in your aerial view (in the aerial view 
the stripes across the intersection are not indicated). 

I intend to write to you again after I finish 
’’Whitewash” but I would appreciate your comments on 
these two questions, particularly the second one.
